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Death Toil Mounts 
In Mine Explosion

LIEVIN, France (UPI) — 
The rain came unendingly. All 
day long women and children 
gathered outside the heavy iron 
gate at Mine Shaft No. 3 in the 
coalfields at Lievin to identify 
their dead. 
Forty-one miners were killed 
and six others badly burned 
Friday 
when, 
an 
explosion 
ripped through the state-run 
mine half a mile below the 
surface of this tiny French 
town. 
It was France’s worst mine 
disaster in 30 years. 
“We felt the ground shake 
under our feet as if the earth 
had been struck by a giant 
thunderbolt,” said miner Rob­ 
ert Constant, who w-as working 
in a 
nearby pit when the 
explosion came at 6:15 a.m. 
TV 
blast 
came 
just 
15 
minutes after the morning shift 


entered the mine, some 2,300 
miles below the ground, after a 
five-day Christmas holiday. 
“My brother-in-law, Roland, 
was down there. He was the 
father of seven children,” said 
one miner shaking his head 
slowly. 


“Another friend who was 
ki 1 led left 10 children,’’ he said. 
“Just yesterday, Roland came 
over to my house. We had a 
little party, I gave him a glass 
of red wine. We joked together 
and now he is gone.” 


The northern French mines, 
about 20 miles south of the 
Belgian border, are known to 
be very dangerous 'because of 
the high amounts of explosive 
gases. Even during the holiday 
security men checked below 
ground on the concentration of 
the deadly gas, mine officials 
said. 


Rescue 
workers 
had 
to 
ventilate 
the 
disaster 
area 
before they could fight their 
way through the caved-in areas 
and debris to reach the dead 
and dying. 
Silent families gathered at 
the mine gates, watching the 
hearses roll through with rough 
wooden coffins and waiting for 
news of the men. 
“ My brother was part of a 
rescue team ,” said one miner 
standing near the edge of the 
mine shaft. “ He said the 'bodies 
were torn apart, lim b from 
limb, scattered." 


Officials have, not oeen able 
to determine the exact cause of 
the blast. 
Every so often the gates of 
the pit area opened, and the 
crowd made way for a sobbing 
woman, comforted by friends, 
who had just identified one of 
the bodies. 
The disaster was the worst in 
France since 1942 when 65 men 
died in a mine at Lachena in 
the Loire valley. The worst 
single French coal mine trage­ 
dy was in 1906 when 1,171 
miners died at Courrieres, in 
the same area as Lievin.

One of the bodies was 
nude expect for work shoes, and the other was clad only 
in a shirt, sweater and work shoes, police said. 
The two girls were last seen in a milk store in 
Wood bridge, N.J., Dec.. 14. 


Holds Out A Long Time 


JAKARTA (UPI) 
A party of Indonesian and 
Japanese officials left Jakarta for Morotai island today 
to meet a man believed to be a World War II Japanese 
holdout. 
The man. who identified himself as Teruo Nakamura, 
a 57-year-old native of Taiwan, was found by an 
Indonesian Air Force search party Thursday after 
holding out in the Pilowo forest on Morotai island for 
more than 30 years Morotai is Indonesia's northernmost 
island in the Moluccas group 
The official party which flew to Morotai aboard an 
Indonesian Air Force Hercules transport plane is 
expected to return to Jakarta late Sunday. 
Nine other members of the' Japanese imperial army 
that fought in World War II were found on Morotai in 
1956 and repatriated to their homes.

Europeans Still Enjoy Travels 


Via Passenger Trains Today 


By RUTH E. GRUBER 
BRUSSELS (UPI) — Passen­ 
ger trains m ay be out of style 
in the United States, but in 
Europe, a traveler still can get 
almost anywhere on a train. 
Ancient carriages with slatted 
wooden seats creak into back­ 
w ater 
statio n s. 
L uxurious 
T ran s-E u ro p ean 
E xpress 
(TEE) tram s speed first-class 
■passengers across a rail net­ 
work 
that 
joins 
the 
m ajor 
capitals of the continent. 
And fabled-name trains such 
as the Orient Express —packed 
with everyone from im m igrants 
to the elegant —still rumble 
through the night en route to 
Paris, Rome. Bucharest, Ma­ 
drid, Vienna and Istanbul 
The TEE is a network of 
luxury electric express trains 
linking 
the 
m ajor cities 
of 
Europe. Service is excellent, 
and there is a surcharge on top 
of the normal first-class fare 
(except for foreign tourists who 
have purchased 
the 
money- 
saving Eurailpass before leav­ 
ing home). 
Older express trains, some­ 
times retain an elegance that 
would have suited the satin-clad 
heroine of a 1930s film 
On the Blue Express, which 
rolls 
from 
East 
Berlin 
to 
Moscow in two and a half days 
at a cost of $60, two-passenger 
com partm ents are fitted with 
Oriental rugs, bronze lamps, 
blue 
wallpaper, 
blue 
plush 
drapes and a table. 
Second-class accommodation 
is usually eight 
persons per 
com partm ent, or six in cou­ 


chette com partm ents in wrhich 
the beds pull out of the train 
walls. 
Germ an trains are considered 
by many to be the best in 
Europe. A year ago, Cockpit, 
an 
association 
of 
Lufthansa 
Airline pilots, said for trips of 
up to 300 miles German trains 
were cheaper, faster, cleaner, 
morp comfortable and otiered 
better en route services and 
more frequent and numerous 
connections than did planes. 
Germ any has its own system 
of deluxe Inter City G O trains, 
geared 
to 
businessmen 
and 
linking the nation’s 33 largest 
cities. They are first class only 
and provide bars, dining cars, 
observation 
cars, 
a 
public 
stenographer and telephones. 


The Soviet Union has 100,000 
miles 
of 
track, 
and 
the 
Russians have a saying: “The 
country is so big because the 
trains are so slow.” 
It could be the other way 
around. 


The nation claim s to have the 
longest 
railroad run 
in 
the 
world 
—the 
Trans 
Siberian 
Express which runs 5,775 miles 
from Europe into Asia Every 
morning at 10 a.m . a green 
locomotive with a red star pulls 
out of Moscow’s Yaroslavski 
Station for a seven-day haul to 
the Sea of Japan. Travelers say 
it is usually on time. 


The rail route was completed 
just before the 1917 revolution 
and the trip can be made in 
relative 
comfort, 
and 
for 
surprisingly little expense. 


There are three classes of 
accom m odation: 
International 
Deluxe, with sleeping com part­ 
m ents for two persons, costs 
$150 one way ; Soft Class, with 
four berth com partm ents and 
soft m attresses, costs $127; for 


real C hekhovian sta lw a rts, 
there 
is 
Hard 
Class 
—thin 
m attresses with curtains be­ 
tween berths instead of com­ 
partm ents, which costs $106. 


On Swiss trains, the main 
difference between first and 
second class accommodation is 
the softness of the seats. As 
befits a nation famous for its 
watches, 
Swiss 
trains 
are 
famous for their punctuality — 
it is rum ored you can set. your 
watch by them. 


“ I have many tim es 'been on 
a train which slowed down 
slightly

No two distillers worked in 
the sam e way, but the process 
was sim ilar for all. First, of 
course, the grain had to be 
ground. This is why ¿0 many 
millers were also distillers. He 
mixed his mash in large vats 
which held sixty to one hundred 
gallons each 
Fifty gallons of 
m ash 
req u ired 
about 
two 
bushels of corn meal along with 
enough w ater to fill the vat.

Indiana University, like every 
housewife, 
found 
inflation 
threatening a shrinking food 
budget. 'The .1973 food bill ran 
around $4.5 million, with the 
grocery list including a quarter- 
million pounds of ground beef 
products and 50,090 pounds of 
'bacon. The university is ninth in 
the nation among universities in 
food sales and among the top 400 
food service organizations. 


To show how the university 
stretched the food budget to 
save tax dollars, a news release 
was issued. It disclosed that 
boneless chuck for ground beef 
patties was imported from 
Australia, veal from 
New 
Zealand and stew meat from 
Guatemala, with costs 15 to 20 
per cent lower then domestic 
prices. 


The September 
13th news 
release showed purchases of 
52.000 pounds of turkey; 21,000 
pounds of Swiss steak; 28,000 
pounds of stew meat; and 25,000 
pounds of pork sausage.

clothes from misbehaving. 
That is only one of many 
good reasons for using a fab­ 
ric softener. There is also the 
delicious softness It adds to 
sheets, towels, shirts, under­ 
clothes. It’s kind to skin, helps 
pamper every member of your 
family and is an inexpensive 
w'ay to live the soft life. Many 
women skip this stop in laun­ 
dering because they are in a 
hurry and don't want to take 
the time to go back to add 
softener after the wash cycle 
is completed. 
Well, there’s no need to 
take extra time and steps or 
hang around and wait until 
the wash cycle is completed. 
An efficient, economical fabric 
softener that is detergent- 
compatible can be used right 
in the wash cycle and will 
leave your clothes feeling soft 
and smooth, as though they 
had been washed in rain­ 
water! 
It’s a good idea to have 
several large bins or hampers 
in your laundry area to help 
sort the wash as it collects. 
With four containers, you'd 
use one for white things, one 
for colored, one for extra- 
dirty clothes. The fourth con­ 
tainer will hold clean things 
ready to be Ironed, 
Knowing the special quirks 
of some of the fabrics you 
launder helps In giving them, 
the correct treatment.

NEW YORK (UPI) - From 
the ditty bag:

|Egyptian Jews Enjoy Worship 
\Without Harrassment Today

WASHINGTON (UPI* — The 
tiny Jewish remnant 
still 
existing in Egypt is relatively 
free of harassment and com­ 
paratively free to practice its 
Judaism, according to the 
president of the Union of 
American Hebrew' Congrega 
tions. 
But Rabbi Alexander M. 
Schindler, who with a small 
delegation of other American 
Jews made an unnanounced 
trip to Egypt last month, said 
the tiny band of about 400 Jews 
were mostly persons over 65 
years old and seemed a 
“dying" community. 
The trip to Egypt was the 
first time leaders of a major 
American Jewish organization 
had visited the country since 
1956. At the time of the 1956 
Arab-Israeli war, there were 
80,000 Jews in Egypt. 
“The Jews we encountered 
were desperately eager to see 
us, they clung to us wherever 
wre went,” Schindler said. 
The decline of the Egyptian 
Jewish community was brought 
home to the delegation when 
they were shown in Alexandria 
the part of the synagogue 
where births, marriages and 
deaths were recorded.
